A FURTHER LOOK AT 
THE JPM SYSTEM 


By FRANK BIRD, After Sales Service Manager 


In last month's Leisure Play you will have seen that we laid out the 
reel drive so that it could be easily tested. 


| In this month's issue we will look at 12V DC lamp drive, 12V DC 
meter drive and 50V lockout, payout coil, and lamp drive. 


We use the following circuitry to 
drive lamps on the fasia of the 
machine, such as hold lamps and 
nudge lamps. However, we use a 
different type of transistor to the reel 
drive, here we use a ZTX 450. 


As you can see from fig. 2 we drive 
lamps using the same basic system. 


We apply 12V to the bulb and 
across it to the collector of transistor 
026, until this transistor is turned оп 
the current cannot flow through the 
bulb. 


To Test Lamp Drive 

You can see that we use exactly the 
same method of test procedure to test 
the lamp drive as was indicated in the 
reel drive test. Looking at Fig. 2 you 
can see that to light the bulb we need 
either to turn on transistor 26 or 
connect plug 3 pin 9 to ground. This 
again can be done with a lead or 
meter probe. 


A.C. Drive Via Triacs 
To keep payout coils and lockout 
coils standard with most of the other 


machines in your operation we have . 


used 50V a.c. coils. To switch on an 
AC device using a DC controller we 


need to use a triac. Most Micro 
processor systems use triacs mounted 
usually on the inside of the ''Black 
Вох”. At JPM however we decided to 
mount the triac on a small PCB and fix 
it in the cabinet near the load it drives, 
in the case of a lockout coil it is 
actually fixed to the coil. We have 
found that the triac packs are 
vulnerable when screwed to the 
cabinet near a payout mech so in later 
machines we have moved them to a 
more protected location. In these 
cases the triacs will be labelled. 


N.B. As with any other component 
in an MPU system the power should 
be turned off before removing. 


To remove a triac could not be 
made simpler, JPM use push 
connectors or AMP tags and to avoid 
confusion (or render ine triacs idiot 
proof when replacing the triac) the 
three connectors are of different 
sizes. 


As can be seen from the diagram 
we again ground the current, this time 
the firing line of the triac, through a 
ZTX 450.

-1- payout mech, more than one 
lockout coil or a number of lamps in a 
column which need to be switched on 
and off at the same time, as in export 
equipment. In the case of the lockout 
coils we need a separate drive to the 
50p coin acceptor as we need it to 
remain closed if no change is in the 
tube. 


This is accomplished by using a low 
level switch in the tube, if the level of 
coins drops below the switch the 
circuit to the particular triac is 
broken. However, all lockouts are 
driven by the same transistor! No 
single lockout failure indicates a 
faulty transistor. 


Change Lamp AC 

The change lamp is the only 50V AC 
lamp in the cabinet, this is connected 
across the change acceptor lockout 
coil and so indicates change available 
when the tube level is high and the 
switch on the tube is made. 


To Test Triac Drive 

Again you can see that the same 
test procedure can be used to test the 
AC drive, the only difference is that 
we address the triac rather than the 
load itself. Looking at Fig 3 you can 
see that the triac fires if the signal line 
is grounded through Q26, we can 
therefore test the circuit by using a 
meter probe again and grounding Plug 
3 Pin 22. If this failed you would 
suspect the loom to the triac so you 
should ground the male or small 
connector on the triac pack. 


If this also failed then you should 
connect your meter probe across the 
triac pack or the two female 
connectors (by-passing the internal 
switch). If that worked the triac pack 
would be suspect and could be 
changed easily for another (N.B. 
Rather than throw away the whole 
Triac Pack order the Triac or Y1031 
from JPM stores and- replace the 
faulty one). However if the circuit still 
failed then the power evidently is not 
getting to the mech or the mech itself 
is faulty.

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NEW GAMES IN MILAN—BUT 


A DISAPPOINTING SHOW 


Milan Fair, held each year from April 14th - 20th (the dates never 
change) is an important event for the automatics industry. It is a huge 
and very impressive general trade fair, with a large section for 
automatics. This year the section had been moved to a new hall, and had 
the whole of the top floor and balcony of Pavilion 33. This allowed for 
more space than formerly, therefore the automatics section this time 
was the biggest ever, with more than 50 firms participating. 


This is a show which varies 
very much from one year to 
another. This year, though there 
were some new games on show, 
both from Italian makers and 
from the United States, it was in 


general disappointing. Italy is at- 


present going through a phase of 
what can only be described as 
video mania. Countless video 
games of Italian make were 
presented. Some of them were of 


. interest, but most were copies, or 


copies of copies, or even copies of 
copies of copies, and not very 
good copies into the bargain. For 
this reason I am not even going to 
mention some of these games, for 
a list of them would make 
monotonous reading! I think the 
worst of all, and which I thought 
in very bad taste, was the video 
game with the theme of 
kidnapping.

TOP MARKS FOR 
ZACCARIA'S NEW 
FLIPPER 


The most important firm in 
Italy, and indeed one of the most 
important in Europe is Zaccaria. I 
know this firm, and the three 
brothers who have worked so

hard to build it up, very well 
indeed, and I always watch their 
progress with the greatest 
interest, for it is worth following, 
They had a splendid stand, where 
they were presenting their latest 
novelties. There was their latest 
flipper, Star God, a game full of 
interesting features and with the 
play appeal that increases with 
each Zaccaria flipper that 
appears. It had its world premier 
at Milan Fair, and in Britain is of 
course distributed by Associated 
Leisure. Two very interesting 
games being made by the firmi 
under license from the Japanese 
firms that created them were also 
attracting a lot of attention. There 
was the Astro Wars, made under 
license from Data East, and Super 
Galaxian made under license 
from Namco. Both of these were 
presented in three versions, 
upright, wall and cocktail table. 
Also attracting a great deal of 
interest was the Zaccaria original 
arcade game, developed and 
designed within this firm, and 
called Sea Battle. Leisure Play 
readers may recall that this game 
was featured on the cover of our 
April issue. Incidentally, before 
too long we hope to visit the 
Zaccaria factory, and publish an 
illustrated article about it.

And they were 
presenting, also, the range of 
Universal video games, world 
famous, and the Cosmic Guerilla 
video game of their own make.

They are also Bally 
distributors for their region, 
which is Lombardy, and were 
presenting the iatest flippers. 


Kiddie Hide 
Spectacular 


Several of the kiddie ride 
manufacturers were grouped 
together in one part of the 
automatics section. C.A.M. put up 
a good show of their kiddie rides, 
also their mini-cars and a mini- 
train mounted on rails. Sela 
specialise in battery operated 
mini-cars, and were showing their 
latest. These included the 
Ferrarina, a racing car in 
miniature, and а mini-Honda 
motor scooter. Automatic Toys 
Modena had a very varied display 
of kiddie rides, including the ever 
popular horses, a tank and the 
Grand Prix racing car. And Gino 
Rondina, who is the largest maker 
of kiddie rides in Europe had all

As Crowded And 
Noisy As Ever 


And that was just about it for 
Milan Fair this time. I have not 
mentioned every single firm 
which participated, for the simple 
reason that some were not 
presenting equipment likely to be 
of interest to international 
readers. | 


The Fair was crowded, as 


always. On the first day it was 
hoped that the automatics section, 
in its new and more remote 
setting, would be a little quieter, 
and allow participants to deal 
with their customers in peace. But 
the public is admitted to the Fair 
and schools are given time off to 
visit it as an educational 
excursion. The youngsters quickly 
found the automatics section, and 
it was just as noisy and crowded 
as ever. And this is something 
which cannot be changed. 


I was at the Fair during the 
first few days, and it seemed that 
international visitors were rather 
fewer than usual. Many were 
expected during the week-end 
and the last few days, however. I 
do think, though, that some people 
get confused about the dates of 
the Fair, thinking that it always 
falls at Easter time. This is not so. 
The dates of Easter change, but 
the dates of Milan Fair, from 
April 14th to April 23rd remain 
unchanged. And of course Easter 
does come in this period quite 
often.

IN BRIEF 


The 1981 IMA will be held 
once again in Frankfurt. The 
organisers have taken over more 
space for the show, for they 
realise that the demand is going 
to be very heavy. The dates of the 
1981 IMA will be from January 
22nd to January 25th. This next 
IMA promises to be even more 
international than the last, for 
already firms from other 
countries have applied for 
stands. 


Tourism and tourists mean 
crowds, and crowds usually mean 
people with money to spend on 
amusements. From statistics 
issued by the World Tourism 
Organisation in Madrid it is 
interesting to note recent 
increases — and decreases.
